TOWN WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
Rockingham, ss. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Castle, in said County of Rock- 
ingham, in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs, 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said New 
Castle, on Tuesday, the ninth day of March, next, at ten of the clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To hear the reports of agents, officers and others heretofore 
chosen and to pass any vote in relation thereto. 


2. To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensuing. The 
polls for the election of town officers will open at ten of the clock, in 
the forenoon, and shall not be closed before five of the elock in the 
afternoon. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and to make appropriation for 
the same. 


4. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
incur temporary loans in anticipation of taxes for the year 1954, upon 
the credit of the town, and issue its notes therefor in accordance with 
the Municipal Finance Act. 


5. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount to be made to 
those persons who shall pay their taxes within a reasonable time 
after they receive notice of the taxes assessed against them and to fix 
the amount of such discount and the time within which each discount 
shall be allowed. 


6. To see if the town will vote to participate with the other towns 
and cities in the area in the advertising, promotional and publicity 
activities of the New Hampshire Seacoast Regional Development 
Association ag authorized by law and to raise and appropriate the 
necessary sum of money therefor. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Twelve Hundred Dollars ($1,200.00) for the payment of pensions 
to former school teachers for the year 1954, as authorized by law. 


8. To see if the town will vote to accept Town Road Aid from 
the State for the construction of town roads and to raise and appro- 
priate the necessary sum of money therefor, 


9. To see if the town will vote to paint the exterior of the Town 
Hall Building and to raise and appropriate the necessary sum of 
money therefor, 
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10. To see if the town will vote to paint the outside and the 
inside of the Public Library Building and to raise and aD Breas 
the necessary sum of money therefor. 

11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the making of a 
professional survey of the Town’s Water System and its require- 
ments and to raise and appropriate the necessary sum of money 
therefor. 


12. To see if the town will vote to amend the By-Law to Estab- 
lish Zoning Rules and Regulations adopted and enacted March 13, 1951, 
as recommended by the Planning Board, by adding the following new 
sections, to wit: 


Section IV—A 


10. A structure of any type used as a dwelling moved or 
erected after March 9, 1954 shall have a ground floor area of 
not less than five hundred square feet—(typical examples would 
be homes of the following dimensions approximately: 20 x 25, 
18 x 28, 15 x 35%); open porches, garages, etc. shall not be 
included as ground floor area. 


11. Each structure used as a dwelling moved or erected after 
March 9, 1954, shall be situated on a lot having an area of not 
less than ten thousand square feet; (typical examples would 
be lots approximately 100 x 100, 80 x 125, 60 x 168). 


This restriction shall not apply if the lot was recorded in deed 
or plan in the Rockingham County Registry of Deeds prior to 
March 9, 1954. 


12. There shall be a minimum of ten feet between the lot line 
and eny part of a structure moved or erected after March 9, 
1954. (This is to help prevent the spreading of fires and provide 
healthy living conditions). 


Section IV—B 


3. The regulations that apply in the Residential District shall 
apply in the Beach and Recreational District unless otherwise 
noted, 


Section V Existing Structures, Premises and Their Uses. 


1. The By-Law to Establish Zoning Rules and Regulations 
does not affect any structure, premise or their uses existing at 
the time this By-Law was enacted. However, any change in 
use must comply with this By-Law. 


Section VI. Enforcement. 


1, Ifa violation of the By-Law to Establish Zoning Rules and 
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Regulations comes to the attention of the selectmen, either by 
their own initiative or upon any well-founded information in 
writing from any person aggrieved the selectmen shall take 
immediate steps in whatever legal manner required to enforce 
this law. 


Section VII. Validity. 


1. If any section, clause, provision, phrase, or portion of the 
established Zoning Rules and Regulations is held to be invalid 
or unconstitutional by any court or other competent authority, 
such holding shall not affect, impair, or invalidate any other 
section, clause, provision, phrase or portion of the established 
Zoning Rules and Regulations. 


Section VIII. Effective Date of Amendments. 


1. Unless otherwise noted any amendment to the established 
Zoning Rules and Regulations shall take effect upon its adoption 
or enactment. 


13. To transact any other business that may lawfully come before 
said meeting.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the New Castle School Board: 


I herewith submit to you my twenty-fourth report as Superintend- 
dent of your schools. The statistical report for the past completed 
school year will be included and also the pupil enrollment in our local 
school as well as a list of tuition pupils attending Portsmouth for the 
current year. 


The current year began on Wednesday, September 9, 1953 with 
an initial enrollment of 64. This is an increase of ten over the pre- 
vious year and thirteen over the like figure for 1951-1952. The en 
rollment of pupils in the Portsmouth schools as of September is 33. 


The rezularly increasing number of pupils necessitated the employ- 
ing of a third teacher this year. Aside from the fact that numbers 
compelled it, two grades is all any teacher should have under her 
charge. New Castle retains its experienced teachers. This is a 
good practice since the period of getting acquainted with each in- 
dividual pupil’s characteristics and abilities is materially lessened. 
The fact that the new teacher lives in New Castle has also been a help 
in this regard. 


The employment of three teachers has enabled them to devote 
more time to Reading instruction. Especially is this true in Phonics 
work. We believe this is the basis for developing independent read- 
ing on the part of the children. We are now benefiting by this addi- 
tional emphasis. 


By enactment of the legislature of 1953 the position of Helping 
Teacher was established for six unions in the state. The criteria for 
determining the unions eligible for such assistance included such 
factors as: the number of school districts comprising a union, the 
number of teachers, number of pupils, number of schools, population 
trends and general educational problems of the communities served. 
With these criteria, Supervisory Union No. 21 was offered the services 
for which this law provided. The helping teacher is a full time 
employee serving throughout the calendar year. She will be a 
highly trained person serving teachers, pupils, parents and citizens 
of the communities. She is not a supervisor as such, but is at the 
service of the teachers at their request. With the large classes we 
now have, her help will be in increasing demand. The State Depart- 
ment of Education has obligated itself to pay $2500. toward the 
salary of this teacher. The remainder of the total salary is to be 
apportioned among the seven towns of the Union in the same manner 
as other Union costs. Since the total salary voted by the Union at 
its regular budget meeting was $4100. with the state paying $2500. 
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of this amount, and since New Castle pays four and twenty-two 
hundredths per cent, the cost to the district will be $67.52. This 
amount is included in the school budget as presented. 


Prior to the acceptance of this help the board members of the 
seven districts held meetings with the Commissioner of Education and 
with a helping teacher now working in New Hampshire. At these 
meetings the plan of this teacher was carefully outlined and her act- 
ual duties were explained. As a result of careful study by the board 
members, it was voted to adopt this means of improving the efficiency 
of our schools. 


Federal Aid has been received in all seven districts of Union 
No. 21. This was made possible by amendment of the house bill 874. 
As originally passed, aid was given to districts educating children 
whose parents are employed on federal property “part or all of which 
is situated in such state.” Since the Naval Shipyard is located in 
Maine, our district was not eligible for federal funds. However, the 
amendment allowed aid for children whose parents work on federal 
property and who live in reasonable commuting distance of said prop- 
erty. Thus our districts became eligible and received as reimburse- 
ment for the year 1952-1953 a total of $32,172.90. New Castle 
received $3,158.28. 


The work of the Supervisory Union is continually increasing. 
Teachers are being added almost yearly in each of the districts, 
because of constantly increasing enrollments. The _ entrance of 
pupils from other districts always offers problems of placement and 
orientation. The federal government has now entered the field 
through its aid program. These are a few of the reasons that the 
Union felt an executive assistant should be employed. This assistant 
will be paid on the same basis as all Union employees with each of 
the districts contributing its proportional share. A more efficient 
organization will result. 


- The Parent-Teacher Association is a recognized auxiliary of the 
school system. It has ever stood ready to assist in developing 
further service to the pupils of our district. It has expressed interest 
in our playground. Good equipment is a valued help to any school. 
Children who learn to play together develop the ability to work to- 
gether. While it may be an exaggeration to say good playgrounds 
make good schools, they are certainly of tremendous value. 


Our schools have three good teachers who have the interests of 
the children at heart. Art and music are under the guidance of a 
trained and experienced director. The physical welfare of our pupils 
is guarded by an efficient and conscientious nurse. The condition 
of your school is good. 


The immediate concern of the school board is the welfare of the 
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children of the district. Under its guidance the school will keep pace 
with the ever increasing services of schools everywhere. For their 
continued advice and help I express my appreciation.
